LET the game go 
on! 

That’s the verdict of 

people on an 
alternative to the 
penalty shoot-out 
which decided a num- 
ber of crucial matches 
in the recently com- 
pleted World Cup. 

Virtually everyone 
who either wrote to or 
telephoned me since 
the end of the competi- 
tion agreed the current 
system of taking kicks 
from the penalty spot is 
arbitrary and unfair; 
several noted the effect 
it can have on a player 
whose one, often 
fractional error of 
judgement can destroy 
years of work. 

While there was a 

variety of different 
suggestions for alterna- 
tives, by far the most 
popular was playing 
until the next goal is 
scored — usually after 
a period of traditional 
extra-time. 
And the Canberra 
choice has some power- 
ful supporters, among 
them the England man- 
ager for the World Cup 
series, Bobby Robson. 

Dismissing the usual 
argument that matches 
would turn into boring 


inder such _ 


circumstances, Robson 
says something would 
give. 

“If football is sup- 
posed to be about sta- 
mina and temperament 
and fighting spirit, that 
would come out,” he 
says. 

The theory being 
that with no limit on 
the game, and there- 
fore no point in playing 
out time, teams would 
adopt an attacking 
policy which would 
evitably bring a goal, 
probably within the 
first 20 minutes. 

While FIFA has 
never been particularly 
responsive to public 
opinion, the ground 
swell of antagonism 
against the shoot-out is 
too substantial to 

ore. 

And if there is to be 
an alternative, then 
“play to the next 
goal”, using as it does 
all the skills of soccer 
rather than just one, is 
worth a thought. 

Other suggestions 
include: 

*One-against-one. A 
player from one team 
starts with the ball on 
the centre spot. The 
opposition goalkeeper 


is in his goal. The

clusion of regular and 
extra-time if the game 
is still drawn. If that 
format had applied at 
Italia '90, Italy would 
have qualified for the 
final instead of Argen- 
tina as the Italians had 
won all their matches 
Jeading up to the semi- 
finals. This would force 
all teams to go flat out 
in group matches in- 
stead of playing only to 
qualify. — Editor]

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Records tumble in State League 


WHILST the spot- 
light has been cen- 
tred on the State 
League champion- 
ship battle, two 
clubs outside the 
title-chasing bunch 
are looking to do a 
bit of record-break- 
ing of their own. 

Albion Turk Gucu, 
despite its alarming 
slump, is still on target 
to produce a record sea- 
son to be proud of. 

But for Box Hill, the 
record it is chasing it not 
quite so enviable. 

Albion is on course to 
produce the best season 
by any State League 
club, in its first year 
after winning promo- 
tion. 

On the other hand 
Box Hill, without a win 
as I write, is on course 
to become the first team 
in State League history 
to not win a game for an 
entire season, 

But first let’s look at 
Albion's enviable effort 
since winning last sea- 
son’s First Division title. 

When Albion jumped 
away to State League 
leadership around the 
mid-way mark of the 
season it sent the scribes 
scurrying to their record 
books to see if any side 
has taken the title in its 
first season after promo- 
tion, 

It hasn't happened. 

Disregarding the very 
first State League sea- 
son in 1959, when every 
club was in its fledgling 
year, the very best any 
newcomer has done is to 
manage third place after 
promotion. 

In 32 years this has 
only been achieved 
twice, by Melbourne 
way back in 1960 and by 
Doveton in 1981. 

Doveton’s efforts 
back in '81 were ex- 
traordinary as the club 
came into the State 
League for the very first 
time and managed to go 
undefeated for its first 
15 games in the premier 
league. That in itself is a 


record. 

Under Danny McMi- 
namee Doveton snap- 
ped at the heels of the 
then State League big 
guns all season and only 
a late slump saw the club 
drop to third place. 

Only three clubs 
other than Melbourne 
or Doveton have even 
managed to make the 
top four in the next sea- 
son after winning pro- 
motion. 

They were Altona 


City (1977), Croydon 
City (1979) and Morwell 
Falcons (1982). 

Other than South 
Melbourne Hellas, fifth 
in 1960 after promotion 
the previous season, and 
Polonia, fifth in 1982, 
the story for State 
League newcomers has 
been something of a dis- 
appointment. 

Of the 52 teams 
Promoted to the State 
League since the very 
first season of competi- 
tion in 1959, 30 teams, 
or 57.69 percent have 
finished the very next 
State League season in 
the bottom three. 

Fifteen newcomers 
(28.85 percent) have 
managed a relatively 
safe mid-table place and 
only seven (13.46 per- 
cent) have managed to 
edge into the elite top 
five at first attempt. 

If Albion can beat 
Doveton’s record it will 
have done very well 
indeed. Y 

On the other hand 
Box Hill is threatening 
to become the very first 
team to go through a 3 
State League season 
without a victory. 

No team in State 
League history has play- 
ed a season without at 
least one win, 

In fact, no team in the 
State League's 32-year 
history has gone 
through a compaign un- 
defeated either, 
although many have 
gone close. 

The last team to win 


bourne Hellas in 1983, 
when that club was 
fielding its NSL reserve 
grade side in the then 
14-team State League. 

Ironically, the last 
team before that to re- 
cord just a single win in 
a season was Box Hill, 
back in 1973, when 12 
teams contested the 
State League. 

Only four sides have 
lost just a single game in 
a State League cam- 
paign in 32 years, and 
one of them missed the 
championship. > 

In 1960 George Cross 
lost just once for the § 
year but had to be con- 
tent with the runner-up 
spot on the ladder be- 
hind a Polonia team 
which also lost just a 
single match 

Only Makedonia 
(1980) and Green Gully § 
(1983) have repeated 
that feat.

After numerous failed 
attempts to implement 
the ‘super league’ con- 
cept, at the expense of 
much of the code’s 
credibility in 
Victoria will have its 
competitions reorga- 
nised and streamlined 
for the start of the 1991 
season.

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Offensive tactics at the 1990 World Cup 


ALL effective ac- 
tions which re- 
sulted in the 115 
goals scored by 
the 24 finalists of 
the 1990 World 
Cup have been 


analysed. 

The resultant indi- 
cators should be re- 
garded as models, as 
they were compiled 
from material gleaned 
from players and 
teams of the highest 
world standard. 

In particular, since 
1974, a consistent 
growth in skill in 
executing ‘typical 
match situations — set 
plays’ has been 
observed, especially in 
matches of the highest 
rank, 

Constant develop- 
ment and perfection of 
various variants of de- 
fensive play permits 
goal-getting in offen- 
sive play by both indi- 
viduals and teams. 


That is why ‘set 
plays’ at present are a 
very important tacti- 
cal/technical element 
in the conduct of effec- 
tive offensive play. 


In the 52 matches of 
Italia 90, 43 goals 
(37% of the total) re- 
sulted from the actions 
of ‘set plays’. 

Actions from a ‘typi- 
cal match situation’ 
have a higher return 
than the remaining 
methods of attack: 
team quick attacks, 
positional attack and 
individual attack. 

This once again con- 
firms the importance 
of good control in 
carrying out and 
finishing off the attack- 
er a ‘typical match 
situation’.

The most important 
aspect of partnering 
with our Far Eastern 
neighbours is that we 
will be doing a favour to 
our country.

IN recent issues of 
ASW there have 
been two articles 
criticising the 
selection process 
for scholarships to 
the AIS. 

I would like to set 
the record straight ab- 
out selection policy. 

Players are selected 
for scholarships on 
ability to perform and 
potential to play at 
international level. 

I do not care where 
the players come from 
and as long as I am in 
charge of the program- 
me I will never select 
players from a particu- 
lar state just because 
they have more regis- 
tered juniors than the 
next one. 

Furthermore, selec- 
tion on that basis 
would be against the 
policy of the AIS. 

The fact that NSW 
may not have as many 
players on scholarship 
as one would expect is 
worth commenting on. 

Four NSW players 
in the current youth 
team age group were 
offered scholarships 
over the past two 
years. 

After speaking to 
the managers of the re- 
levant NSL clubs, 
which the lads were 
contracted to, the 
players stayed in Syd- 
ney largely because 
they were likely to play 
in the first team during 
the next season. 

Another player told 
me that he would be 
going overseas and was 
confident of getting a 
contract. 

Another player 
under consideration 
was already overseas 
when selection trials 
were held in Sydney in 
November, 1986. 

I agreed to a request 
from the Chairman of 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation that I 
would bring players 
into the AIS only if 
they agreed to remain 
in Australia until their 
commitments to the 
national youth team 
were completed. 

If players are not 
prepared to give that 
commitment to the 
national team, then I 
will not go any further 
with a scholarship 
offer. 


Had these players 
accepted the offer of a 
scholarship there 
would have been 
seven, possibly eight, 
players from NSW in- 
stead of three at the 
AIS at some stage dur- 
ing the past two years. 

With regard to the 
present intake, which 
still is not complete, 1 
have been assessing 
these players for the 
past 12 months in con- 
sultation with the State 
Directors of Coaching, 
including David Lee. 
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AIS coach replies 


Smith defends 
AIS policy 


After travelling to 
each state last year I 
invited a number of 
players to the AIS in 
January this year for 


further assessments. 

Based on those 
assessments I offered 
four scholarships last 
January and told the 
players that I would be 
offering more scholar- 
ships after the Talent 
Identification Prog- 
ramme in June/July 
and again at the end of 
the year. 


T would like to add 
that the meeting refer- 
red to by Vince Balzan 
between David Lee, 
Ian Holmes and myself 
was called by me and 
did not influence the 
number of scholarships 
being offered to NSW 
players. 

For the record, I 
offered a scholarship 
in May to Ante Moric 
and he didn’t play in 
the Talent I.D. prog- 
ramme for NSW and 
since then I have 
offered Ante Milicic a 
scholarship. Both play- 
ers have accepted. 


I have more posi- 
tions to fill at the end 
of the year and I am 
considering a number 
of players, some of 
whom reside in NSW. 

If you would like me 
to expand on the selec- 
tion process, criteria 
and the performance 

“profile of “potential” 

internationals, based 
on research findings 
from around the 
world, I would be 
pleased "to do so in 
future.

The issue was thrown 
open for discussion at 
the last QSF council of 
clubs meeting with dele- 
gates asked to lobby 
members within their 
clubs for ideas. 

The stumbling block 
in the management 
committee's discussion 
is understood to have 
been whether sides from 
regional areas should be 
club teams or repre- 
sentative sides. 

It is known Queens- 
land director of 
coaching Bruce Stowell 
has strongly recom- 
mended Gold Coast, 
Bundaberg and Too- 
woomba be represented 
with representative 
teams under the control 
of the regional drectors 
of coaching. 

Stowell’s recom- 
mendation was based on 
the firm belief that if 
one club in a particular 
area was given elite sta- 
tus, the 
local competition would 
suffer with all talented 
players gravitating to 
the XXXX League club. 

It is understood the 
management commit- 
tee’s steering committee 
charged to formulate 
the new league wants it 
club-based. 

Rochedale’s  re- 
volutionary proposal 
only indirectly ad-

LANDMARK 
DECISION 


THE acceptance of 
the Bradley Report 
by the Australian 
Soccer Federation 
executive last 
Saturday week 
was a landmark 
decision for the 
sport in this 
country. 

The ASF is back in 
charge of its own de- 
stiny, a destiny which 
should see soccer re- 
emerge as a sport to be 
reckoned with. 

At last it is no longer 
a case of the National 
Soccer League 
attempting to control 
soccer in this country. 

They are now just 
part of the develop- 
ment plans for the fut- 
rure of soccer in Aus- 
tralia. 

Under the changes 
recommended in the 
Bradley Report, the 
“new-look’’ National 
Soccer League due to 
kick off in 1991, is 
shaping up to be a 
great concept and one 
which will surely be- 
nefit the sport. 

The competition will 
retain its popular sum- 
mer timeslot, its ex- 
tremely competitive 
nature and growing 
public appeal.

Fine shocks 


Acacia Ridge 


ACACIA Ridge has 
been stunned by a 
$1000 fine imposed 
by the Queensland 
Soccer Federation 
after a delayed start 
to the Ampol Cup 
quarter-final against 
Easts at Perry Park 
last month. 


The club believes ut 
has been wrongly penal- 
ised for its reaction to 
the Queensland Soccer 
Federation's failure to 
provide a full panel of 
officials for the match, 

The kick-off was de- 
layed 22 minutes be- 
cause of a late-arriving 
linesman. 


Acacia Ridge offi- 
cials, acting in accord- 
ance with the Queens- 
land Soccer Federa- 
tion’s rules and regula- 
tions (Section 17 Clause 
144), rejected a replace- 
ment linesman after it 
was discovered he was 
an Eastern Suburbs offi- 
cial. 


Ridge officials. who 
at no stage suggested 
their team would not 
play, tlaim the incident 
was further ignited 
when a Queensland 
Soccer Federation offi- 
cial threatened to 
announce over the pub- 
lic address that the club 
had forfeited the match 
unless they took the 
field. 


Acacia Ridge XXXX 
League team manager 
Gary Rogers said his 
side had returned to the 
dressing room after he 
had spoken to referee 
Henry Marron about 
the missing linesman. 
“We were told he was 
on his way,” Rogers 
said. “He turned up a 


few minuts later and the 
match proceeded. We 
acted within the rules, 
yet the Queensland Soc- 
cer Federation seems 
determined to screen its 
embarrassing error by 
fining Acacia Ridge. 


“It is an unfair indict- 
ment on a club which 
was worked hard at 
promoting soccer in 
their return to the 
XXXX League and 
boasts supporters and a 
coaching staff with a 
reputation as advocates 
of good football.” 

The $1000 fine repre- 
sents Acacia Ridge's 
good behaviour bond 
for the season. The club 
has been given until this 
Friday to replace the 
bond. 


Rogers claims the di- 
rection is in conflict with 
the Federation's rules 
and regulations (No.69, 
Paragraph 3). 


“The rules stage any 
club which has ex- 
hausted its good be- 
haviour bond must front 
the management com- 
mittee to show cause,” 
Rogers said. 


“Aside from the fact 
that Acacia Ridge be- 
lieves its bond has been 
unfairly forfeited, the 
club was not given a 
chance to present its 
version of the incident 
before the fine was 
imposed. 

“The decision, and 
the method by which it 
was reached, breaches 
all common practices of 
law.” 

Rogers said Acacia 
Ridge would appeal 
against the fine at the 
next QSF council of 
clubs meeting.

LONDON; The scientific maga- 
zine Nature is hardly the place you 
would look for searching analysis of 
soccer's World Cup, and specifically 
the thin harvest of goals provided by 
the 24 nations that took the stage in 
Italy. 

But the latest issue offers a few 
thoughts on the obvious need for a 
better measure of the relative 
strengths of competing teams. 

In other words. goals should be a 
smidgeon easier to score, to give a 
greater prospect that the better 
team will win. And if the contestants 
are so closely matched that this does 
not happen, a more satisfactory 
means be devised of deciding a win- 
ner. 


The Americans loved the penaity 
shoot-out. and might just like the 
idea of staging the 1994 World Cup if 
guaranteed such a finish to every 
match. Football enthusiasts basi- 
cally hate this sudden-death, and 
highly chanceful. resolution of stale- 
mate. : 

Nature looks at the formula.
